not  just  when  it  matters 
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Put  down 


A  group  of  young  pharmacists  and  recent 
graduates  is  going  ahead  with  the  call  for  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  consider  the  new,  smaller, 
registration  certificate. 

More  than  the  requisite  number  of  30 
letters  signed  by  members  were  to  be 
delivered  to  the  secretary  and  registrar  at 
the  Society's  headquarters  on  Wednesday 
as  C&D  went  to  press. 

The  group's  postbag  following  a  letter 
in  C&D  (August  8)  has  revealed  a  strong 
reaction  to  the  Council's  failure  to 
reconsider  the  certificate  design.  The  four 
leading  organisers  —  Howard  Turner, 
MPS,  Paul  Glaser,  MPS,  Gary  Elton, 
BPharm,  and  Graham  Phillips,  BPharm 
—  have  summarised  the  main  points  as 
follows:  Volume  of  the  protest;  invidious 
divisions  created  between  incoming  and 
existing  members;  failure  to  consult  the 
membership  on  an  important  matter  and 
blatant  disregard  of  their  feelings;  failure 
to  appreciate  the  irreparable  damage  done 
to  the  pride  of  the  incoming  membership 
and  the  sense  of  alienation  created;  the 
inevitable  harm  to  the  Society  if  it  loses 
the  respect  of  incoming  members  —  who 
are  joining  an  existing  membership 
already  so  apathetic  that  only  30  per  cent 
bother  to  vote  in  Council  elections. 

Finally,  the  group  claims  that 
graduates  are  prepared  to  pay  £20  —  or 
even  up  to  £50  if  necessary  —  for  a 
certificate  "worthy  of  a  professional 
body". 

Points  made  by  individual  letters  have 
included: 

□  "I  don't  intend  to  let  the  matter  drop 
until  we  win,  even  if  it  means  voting  out 
the  existing  Council  over  three  years!" 

□  "As  we  elect  members  of  Council  to 
represent  our  views  we  would  expect  the 
Council  to  at  least  acknowledge  the  views 
held  by  members  on  this  and  other 
issues." 

□  "As  a  pre-registration  student  coming 
onto  the  Register  at  the  end  of  September, 


I  was  shocked  to  see  the  new  certificate." 

□  "The  certificate  is  part  of  the  'regalia' 
of  an  honourable  and  learned  profession 
and  should  not  be  de-valued." 

□  "The  certificate  should  make  the 
future  members  of  the  Society  feel  as 
proud  as  the  'older'  generation,  and  as 
proud  as  the  Council  no  doubt  feel  of 
their  new  headquarters." 

□  "I  would  not  in  the  least  blame  the 
recipients  of  this  new  'token'  certificate 
for  feeling  exceedingly  disgruntled,  and 
for  not  displaying  it  at  all." 

□  "Since  the  law  demands  the  certificate 
to  be  on  show  to  the  general  public,  then 
surely  it  must  appear  worthy  of  display." 

Last  week's  issue  of  the  Society's 
journal  contained  a  spirited  (if  belated) 
defence  of  the  new  certificate,  written  in 
the  form  of  the  leading  article.  It  justified 
the  redesign,  but  hardly  the  size  —  even 
having  the  temerity  to  suggest  mounting 
the  small  certificate  in  a  larger  frame!  It 
told  the  detractors  that  it  behoves  persons 
of  scientific  background  to  examine  their 
reactions  rationally,  and  suggested  that 
they  might  have  failed  to  distinguish 
between  the  certificate's  impact  upon 
themselves  and  upon  the  public.  What  a 
put-down  for  new  entrants  to  the 
profession! 

The  journal  also  mentions  practical 
difficulties  with  the  old  certificate,  and  if 
that  aspect  had  been  stressed  from  the 
beginning  —  and  perhaps  a  rationale  put 
forward  for  the  reduction  in  size  —  then 
maybe  there  would  be  less  of  a  protest 
now.  Alternatively,  we  may  have  had  a 
larger,  well-designed,  modern  certificate. 
What  we  would  not  have  is  a  group  of 
young  pharmacists  trying  to  exercise  a 
democratic  right  and  in  the  process 
perhaps  putting  the  whole  of  the 
membership  to  a  totally  unjustified 
expense. 

In  handling  this  situation,  perhaps  the 
journal  writers  and  Council  members 
would  care  to  remember  when  the  Society 
appeared  like  "Big  Brother"  to  them  — 
and  act  with  more  feeling.  H

Tenderden  funds 
up  to  £8,000 


Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd 
distributed  a  letter  this  week  from  the 
Rural  Pharmacists  Association  asking 
pharmacists  to  contribute  to  the 
Tenterden  fund  —  it  reminds  them  of  the 
implications  for  pharmacy  within  the 
recent  High  Court  judgment. 

The  letter  says  that  the  size  of  fund 
collected  will  give  an  indication  of  the 
measure  of  support  that  exists  within  the 
profession.  "...  It  will  in  effect  tell  the 
DHSS  what  pharmacists  think  of  the 
present  regulations  which  can  be 
manipulated  into  endangering  the 
existence  of  rural  pharmacy. 

"These  regulations  and  the  statutory 
instruments  to  which  they  pertain  need  a 
complete  redraft  to  ensure  that 
pharmaceutical  aspects  of  the  NHS  are 
carried  out  by  pharmacists." 

Mr  Arthur  Trotman,  managing 
director  of  ICML,  told  C&D  that  he 
became  aware  of  the  RPA's  distribution 
problem  through  the  news  pages  of  last 
week's  C&D  (August  22,  p288).  "I  know 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  sympathy  for  what 
the  RPA  is  doing  and  we  happened  to 
have  a  regular  mailing  going  out  this 
week.  It  was  simply  a  courteous  gesture 
on  our  part." 


Fight  to  continue 


A  total  of  almost  £8,000  has  been 
contributed  to  the  two  funds  organised  to 
defray  the  costs  incurred  by  Paydens  in 
their  Tenterden  rural  dispensing  action. 
Mr  Dennis  Pay  has  just  returned  from  a 
well-earned  holiday  and  told  C&D  that  he 
is  absolutely  delighted  with  the  response 
so  far.  "It  is  a  tremendous  moral  and 
financial  support  for  us,  also  an 
encouragement  to  continue  and  it  will 
influence  our  attitude  when  we  make  a 
decision  on  whether  to  continue  our 
action. 

"Contributions  have  come  from  all 
sections  of  the  pharmacy  community  — 
rural,  urban  and  city  businesses.  It  has 
been  a  staggering  response." 

The  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  fund  stands  at 
over  £6,000.  PSNC's  chief  executive,  Mr 
Alan  Smith,  is  very  pleased  with  the 
support  given:  "There  have  been  many 
spontaneous  contributions  in  the  £6,000 
received  during  our  first  week." 

Mr  John  Davies,  secretary  of  the 
RPA,  is  slightly  disappointed  with  the 
second  week's  cash  influx.  "The  fund 


now  stands  at  just  over  £1 ,600  from  85 
contributors.  Although  the  response  has 
slackened  off  we  are  optimistic  that  our 
letter  to  pharmacists,  sent  out  through 
ICML  will  push  up  the  donations." 


Rural  boundaries 
study  in  Dorset 

Dorset  pharmacists  and  doctors  are 
making  preparations  for  the  first  review 
of  the  boundaries  between  urban  and 
rural  areas  for  many  years. 

The  dispensing  subcommittee  of  the 
Family  Practitioner  Committee  will  meet 
in  October  to  consider  the  problem.  Mr 
John  Smith  of  Ferndown,  Dorset,  a 
pharmacist  representative  on  the  sub- 
committee, told  C&D  that  the  initiative 
for  a  review  had  come  from  the 
administrator.  "The  perimeters  are  vague 
and  out  of  date.  There  are  a  number  of 
areas  in  Dorset  that  were  rural  but  are 
now  considered  urban.  We  want  to  get 
along  with  the  doctors  and  are  just 
looking  for  an  equitable  settlement." 

Mr  Smith  stressed  that  relationships 
with  the  medical  profession  in  Dorset  had 
been  reasonable  and  amicable  for  many 
years.  "Recently  a  few  younger  doctors 
may  have  been  encouraged  to  take  a  more 
aggressive  attitude  to  dispensing  —  any 
reaction  on  our  part  would  be  in  self 
defence." 


A  'local'  issue 


Dr  Peter  Hatherley,  who  represents  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  on  the 
dispensing  subcommittee,  said  that  he  did 
not  wish  to  make  a  national  issue  out  of  a 
local  situation.  "Doctors  want  to  try  and 
be  sensible  in  Dorset  and  keep  the  existing 
good  relationships  with  pharmacists 
which  we  cherish. 

"This  matter  touches  a  sensitive  spot. 
We  have  tried  our  best  to  understand  the 
pharmacists'  position  and  collectively  to 
abide  by  the  standstill  but  it  is  very 
difficult  to  represent  all  my  colleagues. 

"According  to  statements  in  the 
pharmaceutical  Press,  some  pharmacists 
wish  to  stop  doctors  dispensing 
altogether.  We  will  resist  such  a  move  to 
our  utmost  —  not  that  many  of  us  see  our 
relationships  that  way  in  Dorset." ■ 


A  new  Scottish 
discount  scale 

The  discount  scale  applied  to  chemist 
contractors  in  Scotland  has  been  revised 
to  take  account  of  the  latest  scale  imposed 
in  England  and  Wales.  It  is  effective  from 
July  1. 

Although  intended  to  produce  the 
same  5.44  per  cent  of  ingredient  costs,  the 
Scottish  scale  has  higher  starting  point 
and  upper  limits  than  the  E&W 
equivalent .  The  scale  base  is  0. 1 6  per  cent 
at  £2,001  monthly  ingredient  cost  and 
rises  to  a  maximum  of  5.96  per  cent  above 
£20,000.  In  England  &  Wales  the  starting 
point  is  0.7  per  cent  at  £1 ,001 ,  rising  to  6.4 
per  cent  above  £12,000.  The  Scottish 
discount  percentage  passes  the  E&W  scale 
at  around  £3,600  per  month. 

In  a  letter  to  Scottish  contractors,  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Council 
(Scotland)  says  that  part  of  the  agreement 
reached  in  Scotland  to  enable  the 
principles  of  the  Franks  report  to  be 
considered  was  that,  when  a  revised 
English  figure  for  discounts  became 
available,  this  would  form  the  basis  for  a 
revision  of  the  Scottish  discount  figure. 
"Acceptance  of  this  condition  enabled  the 
extra  7p  per  prescription  to  be  paid  on  all 
prescriptions  dispensed  from  October  1, 
1980.  (The  corresponding  revision  of  fees 
is  only  now  being  made  in  England)." 

The  scale  is  constructed  so  as  to  yield 
to  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health 
Department  a  sum  of  money  equivalent, 
over  all  contractors,  to  5.44  per  cent  of 
ingredient  costs.  Pricing  Bureaux  have 
been  instructed  to  show  the  amounts 
deducted  as  discount  as  a  separate  entry 
on  the  monthly  statement  form  PPD9.  ■ 


'Roll-up'  VAT  form 
follows  strike 


Customs  and  Excise  are  issuing  a  "roll- 
up"  value  added  tax  return,  in  place  of 
the  usual  monthly  form,  for  the  period 
April  to  August  1981. 

The  form  will  be  issued  to  all  monthly 
repayment  traders  during  the  second  week 
of  September  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is 
recommending  members  to  use  this 
composite  form  in  making  claims. 

C&E  have  stated  that  priority  is  being 
given  to  reimbursing  repayment  traders, 
who  should  already  be  starting  to  receive 
repayments  held  up  by  the  recent  Civil 
Service  strike.  ■ 
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No  curbs  on 
tampon  sales 

No  health  reasons  have  been  established 
for  the  restriction  of  the  sale  of  tampons 
in  the  UK  it  was  announced  by  Mrs  Sally 
Oppenheim,  Minister  for  Consumer 
Affairs,  this  week. 

Mrs  Oppenheim  had  asked  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
to  advise  on  the  safety  of  tampons  after 
reports  suggested  a  link  between  "toxic 
shock  syndrome"  and  tampon  usage. 

Advisory  committees  found  that  there 
had  been  far  fewer  cases  reported  in 
Britain  than  in  America  and  these  did  not 
display  all  the  same  symptoms.  No 
evidence  was  found  to  connect  toxic  shock 
with  the  use  of  new  fibres  and  applicators 
by  tampon  manufacturers  but  it  was 
suggested  that  the  DHSS  should  continue 
to  monitor  the  situation  both  in  this 
country  and  America  and  that  any  new 
tampons  or  similar  products  should  be 
examined  by  Government  experts.  It  was 
also  suggested  that  additional  information 
should  be  included  with  instructions  for 
usage.  ■ 


Agent  for  cancer 
complications 

A  new  agent  for  the  improved 
management  of  malignant  effusions  —  a 
common  and  distressing  complication  in 
patients  with  advanced  cancer  —  has  been 
introduced  by  the  Calmic  medical  division 
of  Wellcome  Foundation. 

Coparax  injection  is  expected  to  be 
used  in  hospitals  only  and  suppresses  the 
rapid  accumulation  of  pleural  or 
peritoneal  fluid,  when  injected  into  the 
respective  body  cavities,  following 
aspiration  of  fluid.  A  single  dose  is  usually 
adequate  but  a  repeat  may  be  necessary. 

Coparax  is  said  to  be  well  tolerated,  has 
a  lower  incidence  of  side  effects  and  does 
not  require  concomitant  administration  of 
narcotic  and  analgesics.  Available  as  a  7mg 
vial  of  freeze-dried  and  inactive 
Corynebacterium  parvum  it  is  reconstituted 
with  saline.  Calmic  Medical  Division, 
Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd,  Temple  Mill, 
Dartford,  Kent  DAI  SAM.  ■ 


Riker  wholesale 
discounts  change 

Wholesale  discounts  on  all  "ethical"  and 
OTC  products  of  Riker  Laboratories  and 
Carnegie  Medical  will  be  reduced  to  10  per 
cent  with  effect  from  August  28. 

A  further  3  per  cent  discount  applies  if 
payment  is  made  by  the  20th  of  the  month 
following  the  date  of  invoice.  All  other 
terms  and  conditions  unchanged.  ■ 


Proposed  changes 
to  Poisons  Rules 

A  number  of  substantial  changes  to  the 
Poisons  Act  1972  List  and  Rules  have 
been  notified  to  trade  organisations  by  the 
Home  Office,  prior  to  the  making  of  a 
statutory  instrument. 

The  1972  Act  essentially  continued  the 
controls  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
1933,  with  the  omission  of  medicinal 
poisons,  and  since  it  came  into  effect  in 
1978  the  Poisons  Board  has  been 
reviewing  the  Rules  made  under  it.  The 
recommended  changes  are  "for  the  most 
part  designed  to  take  account  of  modern 
commercial  and  pharmaceutical  practice 
and  of  the  advent  of  other  controls, 
particularly  those  stemming  from  various 
EEC  Directives  concerning  dangerous 
substances  and  preparations  (including 
pesticides)." 

Proposed  changes  in  the  Poisons  List 
part  I  relate  to  cyanides  and  phenols  and 
those  affecting  part  II  to  dinosam, 
formetanate,  phenols  and  phosphorus 
compounds. 

Following  introduction  of  the 
Pesticides  Safety  Precautions  Scheme  and 
an  EEC  Directive  on  pesticides,  the  Board 
has  recommended  that  the  Rules  be 
amended  so  that  the  packaging  and 
labelling  provisions  of  the  poisons  law 
shall  not  have  effect  in  relation  to  any 
poison  included  in  the  Poisons  List  which 
is  also  present  in  a  product  cleared  for  use 
under  the  PSPS.  The  Home  Office  notice 
includes  a  full  list  of  the  pesticides 
affected. 

Other  changes,  in  summary,  are: 
Rule  5  (ii).  Nicotine  dust  exemption  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  Rule  and  Schedule  13 
deleted. 

Rule  10.  Deletion  of  words  and  addition 
of  cycloheximide  to  Schedule  4.  Rule  II. 
Schedule  14  and  Rule  22(c)(ii)  deleted. 
Rule  24.  References  to  Schedule  7  deleted. 
Rule  25  Consequential  amendments 
concerning  fees  following  the  Local 
Government,  Planning  and  Land  Act 
1980. 

Schedule  I.  Deletion  of  dinosam, 


formetanate  and  certain  phosphorus 
compounds. 

Schedule  3.  Group  II  —  amended 
percentages  for  exemption  in  respect  of 
ammonia,  formic  acid,  hydrochloric  acid, 
nitric  acid  and  sulphuric  acid. 
Other  changes  affect  seed  dressings,  lead 
acetate,  and  granular  preparations.  A  new 
exemption  is  proposed  for  "hair  products 
containing  the  equivalent  of  not  more 
than  5  per  cent  in  total  of  oxalic  acid,  its 
esters  and  alkaline  salts". 
Schedule  4.  Deletions  and  additions. 
Schedule  5.  Changes  in  wording  for 
arsenic,  barium,  lead,  and  phenols. 
Schedule  6.  Delete  paragraph  3. 
Schedules  7,  13  and  14.  Deleted. 
Schedule  12.  Purchases  of  thallium  salts 
restricted  to  thallium  sulphate.

Adalat  scripts  — 
watch  the  dose 

Bayer  UK  are  warning  pharmacists  about 
a  possible  confusion  that  may  arise  in 
dispensing  Adalat  since  the  introduction 
of  Adalat  5. 

Until  now,  Adalat  has  been  offered 
only  as  a  lOmg  capsule  of  nifedipine,  but 
Adalat  5  has  recently  been  made  available 
for  initial  titration  of  dosage  in  the  elderly 
angina  patient.  Prescriptions  for 
"Adalat"  should  still  therefore  be  met 
with  the  lOmg  strenth  —  but  to  ensure  full 
reimbursement,  NHS  scripts  should  be 
endorsed  "lOmg  supplied".  Bayer  say 
that  there  have  been  a  few  instances 
reported  where  the  lower  strength  has 
been  dispensed  in  such  circumstances. 

The  company  stresses  that  patients 
receiving  a  maintenance  dose  of 
nifedipine  lOmg  capsules  will  not  have 
sufficient  cover  if  the  lower  dose 
formulation  is  dispensed.  ■ 
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Tariff  professional  fees 


from  September  1 


Details  of  the  new  professional  fees 
payable  to  NHS  chemist  contractors  in 
England  and  Wales  from  September  1 
have  been  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee.  The 
table  below  amends  Drug  Tariff  Part 
IIIA. 

1.  All  prescriptions  attract  a  basic 
professional  fee  (40p)  except  as  follows: 

2.  Preparations  when  extemporaneously 
dispensed  and  endorsed: 

(a)  "extemporaneously  dispensed" 

(i)  Unit  dosage  forms,  eg  cachets, 
capsules,  pills,  lozenges,  pastilles, 
pessaries,  powders,  suppositories,  etc 
(200p  per  10  or  part  thereof) 

(ii)  Liquids  being  "special  formula 
preparations"  eg  mixtures,  lotions,  nasal 
drops,  etc,  not  including  dilutions  (lOOp) 

(iii)  Liquid  preparations  prepared  by 
straight-forward  dilution  (60p) 

(iv)  Powders,  being  special  formula 
preparations  (lOOp) 

(v)  Ointments,  creams,  pastes  "being 
special  formula  preparations",  not 
including  dilutions  (200p) 

(vi)  Ointments,  creams,  pastes,  prepared 
by  dilution  or  admixture  of  standard  or 
proprietary  ointments,  creams  and  pastes 
(80p) 

(b)  "aseptically  dispensed".  Preparations 
when  aseptically  dispensed  (excluding 
proprietary  preparations) 

(i)  Unit  dosage  forms  eg  injections  (760p 
per  10  or  part  thereof) 

(ii)  Non-unit  dosage  forms,  eg  eye  drops 
(520p) 

(c)  "extemporaneous  sterilisation". 
Liquids,  semi-solids,  solids  prepared  with 
a  BP  sterilisation  process  (520p) 

3.  Appliances  and  dressings 

(a)  (i)  Elastic  hosiery  requiring 
measurement  and  fitting  and  endorsed 
"measured  and  fitted"  (80p);  (ii)  Repairs 
to  elastic  hosiery  (80p) 

(b)  (i)  Trusses  requiring  measurement  and 
fitting  and  endorsed  "measured  and 
fitted"  (160p);  (ii)  Repairs  to  trusses  (80p) 

(c)  Colostomy,  ileostomy  /  ureterostomy 
/  suprapubic  /  urinals  portable:  (i) 
Replacement  of  complete  appliance 
(120p);  (ii)  One  or  more  types  of  spare 
parts  (80p) 

(d)  Other  appliances  (including  elastic 
hosiery  and  trusses  not  measured  and 
fitted)  and  dressings  (20p) 

4.  Bulk  prescriptions  for  schools  or 
institutions  supplied  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  (240p) 

5.  Additional  fees 

(a)  Where  liquid  preparations  other  than 
those  at  2(a)(iii),  2(b)  and  2(c)  above  are 
ordered  by  the  prescriber  to  be  supplied  in 
more  than  one  container,  each  extra 
quantity  ordered  (40p) 

(b)  Where  a  preparation  requiring  the 
addition  of  a  vehicle  /  diluent  by  the 
pharmacist  results  in  a  liquid  of  limited 
stability  less  than  14  days  which  for 
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pharmaceutical  reasons  necessitates 
supply  in  more  than  one  container  and  the 
prescription  is  endorsed  with  the  number 
of  extra  quantities  supplied  for  each  extra 
supply  (40p) 

(c)  Where  the  prescription  is  for  a 
Controlled  Drug  and  is  endorsed  CD  by 
the  pharmacist  (40p) 

(d)  When  the  prescription  has  been 
dispensed  at  a  time  when  the  premises  are 
not  open  for  dispensing  on  the  day  or  (in 
the  case  of  a  prescription  dispensed  after 
midnight)  the  day  following  that  on  which 
it  was  written  and 


formulae  which  have  to  be 
extemporaneously  dispensed;  excluded 
are  (i)  preparations  contained  within  Parts 
VA  and  VB*  of  the  Drug  Tariff;  (ii) 
dilutions  or  admixtures. 
Fee  2(a)(vi):  Included  are  dilutions  of 
standard  or  proprietary  ointments  with 
bases  such  as  paraffin  soft,  cetomacrogol 
cream,  etc,  and  admixtures  of  two 
ointments,  etc.

states  that  they  "should  be  freshly 
prepared";  (ii)  dilutions  of  liquids. 
Fee  2(a)(iii):  Included  art  all  medicines, 
lotions,  nasal  drops,  etc,  which  have  to  be 
diluted  with  an  inert  diluent  such  as  water 
or  syrup  to  obtain  a  correct  dosage  or 
strength. 

Fee  2(a)  (iv):  Special  formula  preparations 
include  (i)  formulae  written  by 
prescribers;  (ii)  hospital  formulae;  (iii) 
other  unofficial  formulae  which  have  to 
be  extemporaneously  prepared;  exclude 
official  formulae  contained  within  Part 
VA  and  VB*  of  the  Drug  Tariff. 
Fee  2(a)(v):  Included  are  (i)  special 
formulae  written  by  prescribers;  (ii) 
hospital  formulae;  (iii)  other  unofficial 


fee  4(b)  and  has  been  extended  to  include 
dilution  of  preparations  which,  when 
diluted,  have  a  limited  stability  of  less 
than  14  days  and,  for  pharmaceutical 
reasons,  necessitates  supply  in  more  than 
one  container.  Includes,  as  previously,  all 
antibiotic  granules  or  powders  needing  the 
addition  of  a  vehicle  (usually  water)  —  see 
list  in  NHS  Newsletter  2/8 1 . 

*Part  VB  of  the  Drug  Tariff  is  subject  to 
current  negotiations  and  will  shortly  be 
enlarged  to  contain  an  extended  list  of 
official  preparations. 

Other  amendments 

Oral  contraceptive  drugs:  The  previous 
fee  1(a)  (40p)  for  the  supply  of  six  or  more 
months  has  been  deleted.  All 
prescriptions,  regardless  of  quantity 
supplied,  now  attract  a  basic  professional 
fee  of  40p. 

Fee  2(b)  ("aseptically  dispensed"):  All 
fees  under  this  heading  have  been  greatly 
increased  and  have  been  amended  to 
exclude  proprietary  preparations,  eg 
Chloromycetin  eye  drops. 
Fee  3(d)  (other  appliances):  Fee  increased 
from  3p  to  20p. 

Fee  3(c)  (ostomy  and  portable  urinals): 
Fees  increased  from  24p  to  120p  for 
replacement  of  a  complete  appliance  and 
from  8p  to  80p  for  the  supply  of  one  or 
more  spare  parts.  Endorse  with  invoice

Our  value 


Once  more  it  is  the  "Letters"  page  which 
gets  me  into  the  swing  this  week,  with  a 
further  suggestion  as  to  how  we  can  help 
the  Tenterden  fund  (funds  really,  since 
there  appear  to  be  two)  and  possibly 
ourselves  in  the  future.  Keith  Jenkins 
makes  the  point  that  we  ought  to  give  the 
price  of  a  large  tank  of  petrol  —  say  £20 
each.  He's  right.  I  have  been  thinking  too 
small  and  so  have  upped  my  contribution 
(I  won't  have  to  ride  my  bike  to  work 
either). 

We  are  having  to  face  a  future  which 
appears  to  be  dependent  on  close-read 
interpretation  of  laws  made  to  cover  an 
existing  and  understood  situation  decades 
ago,  but  which  in  the  light  of  today's 
conditions  are  seen  to  be  less  specific  than 
we  all  assumed.  I  would  have  thought, 
therefore,  that  the  Society,  the  NPA  and 
the  PSNC  must  as  a  matter  of  priority, 
combine  to  mount  a  long-term  master 
programme  to  bring  acceptance  of  our 
role  in  society. 

We  must  emphasise  the  value  of  the 
pharmacist  to  the  community  —  not  only 
for  the  generally-accepted  reasons  that  we 
are  available  without  appointment  or 
charge,  or  that  we  represent  a  valuable 
safeguard  to  the  public  from  the 
possibility  of  incorrect  prescriptions,  but 
that  in  our  own  right  we  perform  an 
invaluable  community  service.  Our  role 
should  not  be  competitive  with  the  GP  but 
parallel,  complementary,  and  different. 

We  have  to  show  convincingly  —  to 
ourselves,  to  government,  and  to  the  GPs 
—  that  our  daily  work  gives  the  customers 
better  value-for-money  than  alternatives 
which,  apparantly  at  the  same  cost,  take 
over  just  part  of  what  we  do  —  but  in  so 
doing  destroy  the  base  for  the  rest  of  the 
services  we  provide.  Sounds  dry  and 
rather  dull  when  written  so  matter-of- 
factly,  but  while  we  are  faced  with  a  series 
of  expensive  and  doubtful  legal  battles, 
we  have  no  choice  but  to  put  down  and  re- 
inforce a  better  vision  of  our  role. 

Parliamentarians  in  particular  must  be 
shown  why  they  should  frame  law  so  as  to 
ensure  the  public  will  continue  to  enjoy 
full  pharmaceutical  services,  throughout 
the  whole  of  Britain,  town  .  .  .  and 
country.  Otherwise  we  have  no  future. 


What  am  I  worth? 

Before  you  all  shout  "nothing!"  let  me 
forestall  you  by  saying  that  once  every 
year  or  so,  just  for  the  excercise,  I  tot  up 
the  value  of  my  worldly  goods  and  play 
with  the  concept  of  a  perfect  investment 
of  the  sum  realised.  Oddly  enough, 


although  I  have  seen  the  glint  in  the  eyes 
of  the  hawks  who  seek  to  pounce  on  such 
investors  as  I,  I  am  generally  forced  to 
recognise  that  as  far  as  businesses  are 
concerned,  I  still  seem  to  be  my  own  best 
investment,  if  not  in  strictly  monetary 
terms,  then  for  the  intangibles. 

Because  of  this  I  find  myself  in 
sympathy  with  Mr  Jensen,  who  in  writing 
in  C&D  of  pharmacy  economics,  often 
throws  a  nasty  little  yorker  by  asking  us  to 
define  not  only  what  we  do,  buy  why. 
Therein  lies  the  key  to  success,  both  the 
apparent  kind  .  .  .  and  the  real.  ■

What  a  shock  to  learn  that  Ronson  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  receivers,  the  more  so 
because  the  order  book  has  "never  been 
so  good."  I  suppose  Mrs  Thatcher  will 
merely  shrug  them  off  as  victims  of  their 
own  inefficiency.  But  in  these  cases  the 
words  coming  up  more  frequently  are 
"cashflow"  and  "credit."  With  our  own

I  have  no  idea  of  this  particular 
company's  affairs  (though  I  would  be 
surprised  if  a  subsidiary  of  the  Ronson 
Corporation  could  be  described  as 
inefficient),  but  it  grieves  me  that  yet 
another  manufacturer  may  cease 
production  in  this  country  and 
presumably  leave  the  field  wide  open  to 
their  major  competitors.  Something 
wrong  somewhere.

May  I  comment  on  the  remarks  of 
Xrayser  concerning  the  Tenterden  funds? 

The  PSNC  levy  and 
democracy 

A  voluntary  levy  is  based  on  democracy 
for  each  individual.  City  and  East  London 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has 
held  its  third  ballot  of  contractors  within  a 
year,  but  it  has  not  met  since  the  ballot 
and  will  not  do  so  until  September.  Any 
talk  of  payment  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  levy  is, 
therefore,  premature  and  so  would  be 
undemocratic. 

In  my  view  it  is  neither  logical  nor 
compatable  for  our  committee  at  one  and 
the  same  time: 

□  to  demand  full  participation  in  policy- 
making and  full  democratic  accountability 
from  the  PSNC  and 

□  on  the  basis  of  a  sterile  third  ballot 
gloss  over  and  ignore  that  they  now  know 
the  payment  of  the  levy  is  voluntary. 

Each  individual  contractor  should  give 
his  own  mandate  in  writing  —  the 
voluntary  levy  can  only  be  made  statutory 
if  the  mandates  give  an  overwhelming 
majority  to  pay  individually  the  levy  on  a 


The  basic  thing  is  to  give  help  to  Dennis 
Pay.  Xrayser  sends  his  £10  to  the  PSNC 
appeal.  May  I  say  that  we  have  a  happy 
relationship  with  the  PSNC  as  we  do  with 
all  pharmaceutical  organisations  fighting 
for  the  benefit  of  pharmacists  in  general 
and  the  rural  pharmacist  in  particular.

voluntary  basis.  That  is  the  one  thing  the 
ballot  did  not  supply. 

In  this  ballot  fewer  than  one 
contractor  in  four  voted  to  pay  the  levy 
(many  of  these  were  company  chemists  — 
more  of  this  later).  Seventy-seven  per  cent 
abstained  or  voted  against  payment.  The 
1980  Employment  Act  demands  that  at 
least  80  per  cent  of  a  workforce  should 
approve,  in  secret  ballot,  before  a  closed 
shop  can  be  introduced;  our  last  ballot 
only  gave  23  per  cent.  The  previous 
majority  votes  were  taken  as  committee 
policy  when  we  believed  payment  of  the 
PSNC  levy  was  statutory.  Even  if  the 
committee  could  do  this  it  would  still  only 
apply  to  73  per  cent  of  the  PSNC  levy  — 
the  remaining  1 7  per  cent  must  always  be 
voluntary  and  cannot  be  made  statutory. 

Committee  members  originally  may 
have  intended  this  as  a  temporary  protest, 
but  surely  only  on  the  basis  that  the 
protest  would  achieve  something 
democratic,  progressive  and  permanent. 
The  latest  package  deal  proves  otherwise 
—  making  it  more  vital  than  ever  for  us  to 
continue  the  protest.  Without  specific 
democratic  changes  in  the  PSNC 


constitution  and  mode  of  accepting 
"deals"  etc  on  our  behalf,  we  the 
contractor/owners  and  pharmacist 
employees  have  nothing.  Even 
unamimous  conference  decisions  can  be 
ignored. 

There  is  no  way  contractors  can  be 
forced,  or  even  expected  to  vote  on  the 
same  issue  every  three  or  four  months,  on 
the  pretext  by  some  that  the  PSNC  has 
changed,  hoping  eventually  they  will  get 
the  result  they  want. 

If  ballot  three  were  added  to  those 
who  voted  in  ballot  two  but  not  in  ballot 
three,  the  picture  would  be  more  realistic. 
The  only  person  who  has  seen  the  returns 
is  the  chairman,  but  I  am  sure  the 
composite  figures  (of  two  and  three) 
would  show  a  majority  of  contractors  had 
decided  not  to  pay  the  PSNC  levy.  This  is 
only  of  importance  if  we  are  concerned 
with  majorities  and  ignoring  the  legal 
position.  In  a  voluntary  levy  there  is  no 
way  we  can  have  a  huge  non-voting 
section  of  contractors  left  in  limbo.  The 
committee  will  just  have  to  convince  a 
very  large  proportion  of  these  to  return 
their  mandates  —  to  pay  or  not  to  pay. 


Representation 


People  like  myself  were  elected  to  the 
LPC  as  private  contractors,  so  I  act  on 
their  behalf  and  am  accountable  only  to 
them.  Company  and  Co-op  chemists 
appoint  their  own  representatives. 

The  PSNC  has  a  long  history  of 
company  and  Co-op  chemists  not 
accepting  majority  PSNC  decisions  —  but 
for  them  rationalisation  would  probably 
have  now  been  an  established  fact.  Their 
actions  only  prove  some  people  can  have 
their  cake  and  eat  it. 

Employee  representatives  on  LPCs 
may  work  for  private,  company  or  Co-op 
contractors  —  but  they  do  not  represent 
any  of  these  individually,  but  all 
collectively.  Yet  it  is  doubtful  if  they  ever 
attempt  to  find  out  the  views  of  other 
employees.  No-one  would  dispute  that  in 
committee,  on  certain  important  national 
issues,  some  give  the  views  of  their 
companies. 

The  majority  quoted  in  the 
pharmaceutical  Press  which 
recommended  a  third  ballot  was  not 
specified.  It  was  in  fact  six  to  three.  For 
private  contractors  it  was  four  to  three 
with  three  of  our  most  active  private 
contractors  legitimately  on  holiday. 

Each  LPC  meeting  could  well  produce 
different  voting  levels,  especially  when,  as 
in  this  case,  the  item  was  not  even 
included  on  the  agenda  but  was  brought 
up  under  "any  other  business"  at  10.20 
pm.  I  wonder  what  the  voting  will  be  for

September,  October,  November  and 
December  1981? 

The  complexities  of  payment  of  the 
PSNC  levy  were  not  created  by  the  City 
and  East  London,  but  complex  and 
bizarre  as  they  are,  they  have  the  full 
support  of  the  PSNC,  Department  of 
Health  and  the  Government.  All  these 
bodies  have  a  duty  to  see  that  the  NHS 
Act  is  carried  out  correctly  and  legally.  If 
they  don't  like  what  they  created,  change 
it  —  but  stop  being  hypocritical. 

If  I  had  any  doubts  of  the  PSNC's  lack 
of  progressive  attitudes,  policies  and 
actions,  the  recent  meeting  between  City 
and  East  London  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  three  PNSC 
representatives  would  have  destroyed 
them.  This  meeting  was  "confidential"  — 
why  I  don't  know,  except  that  under  these 
circumstances  we  are  promised  all  sorts  of 
secrets.  I  do  wish  that  all  other 
contractors  had  been  "flies  on  the  wall". 
We  were  given  PSNC's  reasons  for 
acceptance  of  the  latest  "package  deal". 
It  appears  these  were  based  on  the  PSNC 
premise  that  they  were  doing  us  a  favour. 
Reasons  I,  and  I  am  sure  most 
contractors,  would  not  accept.  Why  not? 
Ask  Mr  Sharpe  to  outline  these  to  you  — 
in  secret  of  course. 

As  regards  our  own  committee, 
playing  happy  families  is  a  superficial 
policy.  Peace  at  any  price  is  a  sterile,  self- 
defeating  policy,  which  will  certainly  not 
help  produce  dividends  for  contractors  or 
the  pharmaceutical  service. 

There  are  times  —  as  now  —  when 
establishments  like  PSNC  must  be 
strongly  opposed.  The  PSNC 
constitution,  the  DHSS  and  governments 
have  general  practice  pharmacy  all  trussed 
up  —  ready  for  the  pot. 

The  basis  of  all  working  committees  is 
that  their  policies  and  actions  must  be 
based  on  a  reasonable  consensus  of  views. 
This  I  believe  is  the  first  ballot  on  policy 
the  City  and  East  London  LPC 
Committee  has  ever  had.  It  was  probably 
thought  to  be  the  easy  way  out,  but  it 
cannot  overrule  the  NHS.  In  the  future  we 
could  be  faced  with  difficulties  in 
obtaining  consensus  views,  which  can 
only  seriously  hinder  our  work.

included  on  our  contract  schedule  along 
with  various  other  types  of  garment,  since 
we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  patients' 
individual  needs  should  be  met  as  far  as 
possible,  and  no  one  garment  can  do  that. 

Further,  that  philosophy  has  lead  to 
the  exclusive  arrangement  for  the 
marsupial  pant  being  amended  to  a  shared 
one  in  the  current  contract.  Routine 
monitoring  of  the  previous  contract  has 
disclosed  that  some  patients  with  limited 
mobility,  or  relatives  of  those  patients, 
who  could  not  cope  with  the  problem 
themselves,  could  not  easily  insert  or 
remove  the  pad  from  the  pouch  which  is 
situated  on  the  inside  of  the  Urocare 
garment.  Consequently,  we  now  have 
both  types  of  marsupial  pant  on  contract, 
one  with  the  pouch  inside,  one  with  the 
pouch  outside,  together  with  other 
garments  which  offer  alternative  concepts 
in  patient  care.

Optics  go  as  Sangers 
concentrate  resources 


Sangers  are  to  sell  their  optics  interests  to 
Dollond  &  Aitchison  for  approximately 
£5.7  million  in  cash.  The  proceeds  will 
initially  be  used  to  reduce  borrowings. 

Sangers  say  that  over  the  past  five 
years  they  have  spent  considerable  time 
and  money  in  building  up  this  side  of  their 
business,  but  that  its  profitability  has 
never  reached  a  level  of  return  equivalent 
to  the  cost  of  financing  the  investment, 
and  they  now  consider  it  unlikely  that  an 
adequate  return  will  be  earned  within  a 
reasonable  time  scale. 

Just  over  a  year  ago,  the  company 
purchased  a  West  country  chain  of 
opticians  which  placed  them  second  in  the 
retail  league.  The  £1.7m  cost  of  this 
purchase  was  to  be  financed  by  a  7  year 
bank  loan.  Sangers  now  say  that  the 
recession  together  with  a  "media 
campaign  on  optical  prices"  throughout 
the  past  winter,  have  put  divisional  sales 
10  to  15  per  cent  below  budget.  The  effect 
of  this  has  been  to  place  the  operation  in  a 
loss  making  situation  in  May  and  June, 
with  current  projections  indicating  a  loss 
for  the  year  as  a  whole. 

Given  this  situation,  the  board  entered 
into  discussions  following  an  approach  by 
Dollond  &  Aitchison. 


Cash  injection 


Despite  improvments,  the  group  are  still 
making  a  loss  and  this  injection  of  cash 
will  put  a  happier  slant  on  the  overall 
balance  sheet,  and  "provide  a  base  for 
future  development".  The  board  now 
says  the  company  can  concentrate  its 
resources  and  management  skills  on 
wholesaling  and  distribution,  "the  area  in 
which  it  has  most  expertise". 

In  the  proposal  for  the  sale  to 
shareholders  —  it  must  be  ratified  by 
shareholders  at  an  extraordinary  meeting 
to  be  held  on  September  10  —  the  board 
further  comments:  "Your  board  has 
clearly  recognised  for  some  time  that, 
across  all  divisions  of  the  group,  there  has 
been  insufficient  investment  in  both 
human  resources  at  management  level  and 
in  computer  development.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  lack  of  ability  to  react  with 
the  necessary  speed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  ever  changing  market 
places  in  which  we  operate  and  so 
maximise  the  opportunities  available. 
Substantial  improvements  have  already 
been  made  in  these  problem  areas  and  by 
divesting  ourselves  of  Sangers  Optics  we 
should  improve  the  rate  of  progress." 


Of  pharmaceutical  wholesaling,  losses 
are  said  to  be  substantially  reduced  on 
those  incurred  earlier  in  the  year,  with 
sales  some  30  per  cent  up  in  the  second 
quarter  against  those  in  the  first. 

Computerisation 


Chief  executive,  Crawford  Graham,  told 
C&D  that  there  were  no  immediate  plans 
to  push  cash  into  the  wholesaling  division, 
but  the  proposal  to  shareholders  clearly 
envisages  further  computerisation: 
"Overheads  have  been  and  are  being 
curtailed  and  further  plans  in 
computerisation,  involving  minimal 
additional  capital  expenditure,  will  enable 
us  to  reduce  costs  still  more  and,  just  as 
important,  improve  our  service  to 
customers.  All  of  this  gives  us  confidence 
that  we  can  generate,  from  the  assets 
employed,  profits  at  a  level  which  will  be 
satisfactory  once  the  computerisation  is 
finalised." 

Expansion  could  also  be  considered 
for  the  photographic  division,  with  the 
launch  in  Autumn  of  Sangers'  own 
voluntary  group  for  photographic 
retailers  —  Image.  Confidence  is 
expressed  in  the  first  year  of  Sangers 
Agencies  and  growth  of  this  operation  is 
expected.  Activities  in  Northern  Ireland 
are  still  progressing  well  and  continued 
success  is  predicted. 

The  optics  division  consists  of  90 
ophthalmic  optical  practices,  plus  seven 
prescription  laboratories,  and  for  the  year 
end  February  28,  contributed  pre-tax 
profits  of  £575,000  on  a  turnover  of 
£6. 285m.  Total  turnover  for  the  group 
was  £120. 1 1  lm  with  a  surplus  of  only 
£5,000. 

The  estimated  net  sale  proceeds  of 
£5. 62m  will  enable  Sangers  to  wipe  out 
loans  of  £3. 65m  and  reduce  their  bank 
overdraft  to  £1 .55m  from  £3.£2m. 
□  This  move  must  finally  scotch  any 
rumours/advice  in  the  financial  Press  that 
the  profitable  answer  for  Sangers  is  to  sell- 
off  its  loss  making  pharmaceutical 
wholesaling  operation  and  concentrate  on 
other  more  lucrative  activities.  With  the 
loss  of  optics,  the  company  has  necessarily 
reaffirmed  a  commitment  to  its  original 
base,  while  greatly  reducing  the  gearing  of 
the  group,  which  must  be  to  the  benefit  of 
the  remaining  interests.  It  must  also  be 
pointed  out  that  Crawford  Graham  has 
assured  us  that  Tom  Whyte  —  the 
financier  who  recenty  took  an  18  per  cent 
stake  in  the  group  —  had  "absolutely 
nothing"  to  do  with  the  sale.  ■ 


Following  hard  on  the  heels  of  Rollei's 
collapse,  Eumig,  the  Austrian  amateur 
movie  equipment  manufacturers,  have 
filed  for  bankruptcy  in  Vienna.  The 
company  has  been  in  financial  difficulty 
for  some  time,  and  last  year  the  state 
owned  Laenderbank  began  floating  the 
company,  but  have  now  withdrawn  their 
support. 

Hope,  however,  for  the  UK  side  of 
their  operations  is  high.  In  a  letter 
published  in  the  journal  of  the 
Photographic  Dealers  Association,  Hot 
News,  Eumig's  managing  director  in  the 
UK,  David  Vaughn  says  they  have 
"complete  confidence  in  the  future 
viability  of  the  British  company".  As 
such,  an  offer  has  been  made  to  purchase 
the  entire  operations  from  the  Austrian 
owners  which  has  been  received  "very 
favourably". 

Mr  Vaughan  does  not  expect  supplies 
to  be  affected  in  the  near  future  and  has 
been  assured  by  Eumig  in  Austria  that 
plenty  of  spares  are  available.  ■ 


New  management 
for  Interphex 

Clapp  &  Poliak  have  taken  over 
management  of  the  Interphex  exhibition 
and  conference  from  BPS  Exhibitions. 

Interphex  82,  the  eighth  in  the  series, 
will  be  held  at  the  Metropole  Halls, 
Brighton,  May  18-21,  1982. 

Richard  Copley-Smith,  managing 
director  of  Clapp  &  Poliak  Europe 
promises  "increased  promotion  to 
potential  visitors"  —  and  its  effectiveness 
will  be  measured  at  the  show  by 
independent  audience  research,  the  first 
time  this  has  been  commissioned. 

With  over  250  companies  already 
participating,  the  ground  and  first  floor 
halls  are  nearly  full  and  the  lower  ground 
floor  expansion  area  is  now  being 
allocated.  Almost  80  per  cent  of  available 
space  has  been  taken  up.  Four-in-five 
current  exhibitors  have  taken  part  before, 
and  over  30  per  cent  had  stands  in  the  last 
four  shows,  according  to  the  organisers. 

Clapp  &  Poliak  Europe  were  set  up  in 
1974  and  run  ten  regular  UK  exhibitions 
and  conferences,  all  on  high  technology 
subjects  such  as  computers,  automation, 
chemical  and  process  engineering. 
Worldwide,  the  company  organises 
between  35  and  40  exhibitions  a  year, 
most  of  them  with  conferences.

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Ronson  rescue 
hopeful  as 
workforce  cut 

Prospects  for  a  rescue  operation  of 
Ronson  Products  Ltd  were  hopeful  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press  with  two  potential 
bidders  at  an  advanced  stage  of 
negotiation  with  the  receivers. 

Last  week,  Barclays  Bank  called  in  the 
receivers  as  debts  reached  £9  million  and 
little  help  seemed  on  the  way  —  either 
from  the  equally  troubled  US  parent  or 
merchant  bankers,  Kleinwort  Benson,  and 
the  Finance  for  Industry  Corporation, 
who  pulled  out  of  a  joint  takeover  bid 

Joint  venture  for 
advisory  services 

Details  of  three  experimental  schemes  of 
joint  management  have  now  been  agreed 
by  the  Coucil  for  Small  Industries  in  Rural 
Areas  (CoSIRA)  and  the  Department  of 
Industry's  Small  Firms  Service. 

The  schemes  will  enable  clients  of  one 
advisory  service  to  be  offered  the  facilities 
of  the  other  according  to  individual  needs. 
They  will  come  into  operation  on  October 
1,  in  Cumbria,  Northamptonshire, 
Somerset  and  part  of  Avon  for  a  duration 
of  one  year. 

The  objective  is  to  look  for  ways  of 
avoiding  wasteful  duplication  of  public 
resources  and  to  ensure  that  there  are  no 
unwarranted  gaps  in  the  services 
available.  The  experimental  schemes  will 
form  part  of  the  move  already  announced 
to  strengthen  co-operation  between  the 
two  services. 

All  small  firms  with  fewer  than  200 
employees  in  manufacturing  will  be 
eligible  for  the  advisory  services  of  both 
organisations  with  places  on  CoSIRA 
training  schemes  being  offered  subject  to 
availability.  Operation  of  the  schemes  will 
be  carried  out  through  the  existing 
CoSIRA  offices  at  Penrith  and 
Northampton  and  the  Small  Firms  Centre 
at  Bristol.  The  move  to  strengthen  co- 
operation between  the  two  services  was 
announced  in  the  Chancellor's  Budget 
statement.*
